In Madrid 
Bombings 

Accused ringleader of 2004 
terrorist attack is acquitted 

MADRID, SPA IN I Spain’s National Court con- 
victed the three main suspects in the Madrid 
commuter train bombings of mass murder 
Wednesday and sentenced them to tens of 
thousands of years in prison for Europe’s worst 
Islamic terror attack. 

But the verdict was a 
mixed bag for prosecu- 
tors, who saw four other 
key defendants convicted 
of lesser offenses and an 
accused ringleader acquit- 
ted altogether. 

With much of the case 
resting on circumstantial evidence, the three 
judges may have been wary after a number 
of high-profile Spanish terror cases were 
overturned on appeal. 

Spain’s prime minister said the verdict 
still upheld justice. But victims of the attack, 
which killed 191 people and wounded more 
than 1,800 when bombs exploded on four 
trains on March 11, 2004, expressed shock 
and sadness over the court’s decision. 

Three lead suspects — Jamal Zougam 
and Othman Gnaoui of Morocco and 
Emilio Suarez Trashorras of Spain — were 
convicted of murder and attempted murder 
and received prison sentences ranging from 
34,000 to 43,000 years. Under Spanish law, 
the most they will spend in jail is 40 years. 

One of the biggest surprises was the 
acquittal of Rabei Osman, an Egyptian 
already convicted and jailed in Italy for the

Data show that more

WASHINGTON | Parents are taking 
a more active role in raising their 
children than they did a decade 
ago, setting greater restrictions 
on TV watching and reading 
more to youngsters, the govern- 
ment reported Wednesday. 

Teenagers are also participat- 
ing in more extracurricular activ- 
ities that focus on education, at 


READING ROUTINE 

More parents read to their 
children in 2004than a decade 
earlier, according to the study. 
Overall, 51 percent of parents 
with children ages 3to 5 said they 
had read to them at least seven 
times perweek in 2004, compared 
with about 47 percent in 1994. 

The study also found that the 
share of teens who played sports 
dropped slightly, from 42 percent 
to 39 percent. 


the expense of sports, according 
to the study. 

The findings suggest that adults 
are reacting to a more dangerous 
world, while both parents and stu- 
dents are dealing with increased 
competition to get into good col- 
leges, experts said. 

The report is from the Census 
Bureau’s 2004 survey of income 
and program participation, which 
had a sample of 46,500 house- 
holds. The results were compared 
with answers from the same survey 
questions in 1994. 


In 2004, about 47 percent of 
teenagers had multiple TV restric- 
tions, including limits on program 
types, the time of day they could 
watch and how much they could 
see. That compares with 40 per- 
cent in 1994. 

Nearly 71 percent of children 
age 6 to 11 had such limits in 
2004, compared with 60 percent 
a decade earlier. 

“All you have to do is own a TV,” 
said Hattery, a parent. “I’m shocked 
at what you can see at 8 o’clock.”

NASA Plans Tricky Repair 


Astronauts will have 
to scrap solar panel 
if tear cannot be fixed 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | NASA 
canceled Thursday’s spacewalk to 
inspect a snarled joint for a set of 
solar panels and instead instructed 
its orbiting astronauts to go out a day 
later to try to fix a torn solar wing. 

The newly ripped wing is now the 
more pressing of the two problems 
at the international space station, 
both of which involve the crucial 
power system and threaten to dis- 
rupt future construction work. 

NASA fears the damage could 
worsen and the wing could lose all 
power- collecting capability and 
become unstable. If that happened, 
the wing would have to be junked, 
said NASA’s space station program 
manager, Mike Suffredini. 

“We’ve made it a priority to go 
repair it,” Suffredini said. 

Engineers scrambled to put 
together a plan for a spacewalk as

early as Friday to tackle the wing, 
which remains partially deployed. 
It ripped in two places as it was 
being unfurled by astronauts aboard 
the linked shuttle- station complex 
Tuesday, and a hinge may have been 
yanked and partially ripped. 

“[The repairs are] not really very 


far outside of our scope of experi- 
ence, and I’m comfortable that it’s 
something we’re going to be able 
to put together,” said flight direc- 
tor Derek Hassma-nn. 

He added: “It’s going to be fast 
and furious over the next couple of 
days.” MARCIA dunn (ap)

Hughes directed effort 
to improve U.S. image 
in the Muslim world 

WASHINGTON I Karen Hughes, who 
led efforts to improve the U.S. image 
abroad and was one of President 
Bush’s last remaining advisers 
from his days as Texas governor, 
will leave the government at the 
end of the year. 

Hughes said she plans to quit her 
job as undersecretary of state and 
return to Texas, although improv- 
ing the world’s view of the United 
States is a “long-term challenge” 
that will outlast her. 

White House press secretary 
Dana Perino said Hughes told 
Bush as far back as the summer that 
she would need to be back home in 
Texas by the end of the year. The 


president was sad to hear the news, 
but understood, Perino said. 

Bush and Secretary of State 


Condoleezza Rice picked Hughes 
two years ago to retool the way the 
United States sells its policies, ideals 


and views overseas. Hughes, a for- 
mer television reporter and media 
adviser, has focused on changing the 
way the United States engages and 
responds to criticism or misinfor- 
mation in the Muslim world. 

Heading the broad category 
of U.S. outreach known as pub- 
lic diplomacy, Hughes sent Arabic 
speakers to do four times as many 
interviews with Arabic media as 
in previous years and set up rapid 
public relations response centers to 
monitor and respond to the news. 

Hughes’ performance drew 
mixed reviews in the Muslim world. 
She got credit for hard work and fre- 
quent travel but was prone to gaffes 
such as vastly overstating Saddam 
Hussein’s use of poison gas against 
his people before he was deposed 
by a U.S. -led invasion in 2003.

LOS ANGELES I Officials blamed 
a wildfire that consumed more 
than 38,000 acres and destroyed 
21 homes last week on a boy play- 
ing with matches and said they 
would ask a prosecutor to consid- 
er the case. 

The boy admitted to sparking 
the fire on Oct. 21, Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Sgt. Diane Hecht 
said Tuesday. “He admitted to play- 
ing with matches and accidentally 
starting the fire,” she said. 

Police did not release the boy’s 
name. Los Angeles County fire Capt. 
Michael Brown would say Wednes- 
day only that he was younger than 
13. The blaze was among 15 or so 
wildfires that destroyed some 2,100 
homes in Southern California last 
week. (AP)

U.N.: Sudan Forcibly Clearing Camps 


Government aecused 
of moving refugees 
against their will 

OTASH CAMP, SUDAN I Sudanese offi- 
cials have been pressuring people to 
leave refugee camps in its war-torn 
Darfur province in recent weeks, 
and United Nations officials say 
the regime has even forcibly load- 
ed some civilians onto trucks to 
clear them out. 

Rights activists say Sudan hopes 
to empty the camps before January, 


when a U.N. -African Union force of 
26,000 peacekeepers is to deploy in 
Darfur. Some refugee leaders think 
the Arab -dominated regime wants 
to scatter the ethnic African refu- 
gees before a national census. 

Sudanese officials agree they 
want the camps to close, saying the 
camps have become too big, squalid 
and dangerous and have made refu- 
gees too dependent on humanitar- 
ian aid. They insist, however, that 
no one is being forced to leave. 

But this week, U.N. officials said 
they had evidence Sudanese govern-

ment forces were chasing refugees out 
of at least one camp — Otash, which 
houses 60,000 people on the outskirts 
of south Darfur’s capital, Nyala. 

“Given that security forces were 
threatening the displaced with sticks 
and rubber hoses at Otash camp, 
the involuntary nature of this relo- 
cation is clear,” the U.N. humanitar- 
ian chief, John Holmes, said. 

He said such practices violated 
U.N. agreements with Sudan on the 
treatment of people forced from their 
homes during a nearly five-year war.

Protests 

More than 100 march 
in first assembly since 
Myanmar crackdown 

YANGON, MYANMAR I More than 100 
Buddhist monks marched peaceful- 
ly Wednesday in a northern Myan- 
mar town noted for its defiance of 
the country’s military rulers, the 
first large protest since the junta 
violently crushed a wave of anti- 
government demonstrations. 

The monks marched for nearly 
an hour in the town of Pakokku, 
chanting a Buddhist prayer that 
has come to be associated with 
the pro -democracy cause. They 
did not carry signs or shout slo- 
gans, but their action was clearly 
in defiance of the military govern- 
ment, as one monk spelled out in a 
radio interview. 

“We are continuing our protest 
from last month, as we have not yet 
achieved any of the demands we asked 
for,” the monk told the Democratic 
Voice of Burma, a Norway-based 
short-wave radio station and Web 
site run by dissident journalists. 

He said they had little time to 
organize the march, so it was small. 
But “there will be more organized 
and bigger protests soon.” (ap)

Father Awarded $IIM 
For Protest at Funeral 


Jury finds Kan. church 
invaded kin’s privacy 
when picketing burial 

BALTIMORE | The father of a fallen 
Marine was awarded nearly $11 mil- 
lion Wednesday in damages by a 
jury that found leaders of a funda- 
mentalist church had invaded the 
family’s privacy and inflicted emo- 
tional distress when they picketed 
the Marine’s funeral. 

The jury first awarded $2.9 mil- 
lion in compensatory damages. It 
returned later in the afternoon with 
its decision to award $6 million in 
punitive damages for invasion of pri- 
vacy and $2 million for causing emo- 
tional distress to the Marine’s father, 
Albert Snyder of York, Pa. 


Snyder sued the Kansas-based 
Westboro Baptist Church for 
unspecified monetary damages 
after members staged a demon- 
stration at the March 2006 funer- 
al of his son, Lance Cpl. Matthew 
Snyder, who was killed in Iraq. 

Church members picket mili- 
tary funerals out of a belief that 
U.S. deaths in the war in Iraq are 
punishment for the nation’s toler- 
ance of homosexuality. 

Their attorneys argued in closing 
statements Tuesday that the burial 
was a public event and that even 
abhorrent points of view are pro- 
tected by the First Amendment. 

Snyder sobbed when he heard 
the verdict, while members of the 
church greeted the news with tight- 
lipped smiles, (ap)

Bernanke makes move 
in effort to offset the 
slow housing industry 

WASHINGTON I The Federal Reserve 
sliced an important interest rate 
Wednesday — its second reduction 
in the last six weeks — to help the 
economy survive the strains of a deep- 
ening housing slump that is likely to 
crimp growth in coming months. 

Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke 
and all but one of his colleagues 
agreed to lower the federal funds 
rate by one-quarter percentage 
point to 4.50 percent at the end of 
a two -day meeting. 

“The pace of economic expan- 
sion will likely slow in the near 
term, partly reflecting the inten- 
sification of the housing correction,” 
the Fed acknowledged in a state- 
ment explaining its action. 


The funds rate affects many 
other interest rates charged to mil- 
lions of individuals and businesses 
and is the Fed’s most potent tool for 
influencing economic activity. 

In response, commercial banks, 
including Bank of America, Wells 


Fargo and KeyCorp., announced 
that they were cutting their prime 
lending rate — for certain credit 
cards, home equity lines of cred- 
it and other loans — by a corre- 
sponding amount, to 7-50 percent.

Groups Push for ‘Do Not Track List’ 


WASHINGTONIA number of privacy 
groups Wednesday called for the 
creation of a “Do Not Track List” 
that would prohibit advertisers 
from tracking consumers’ online 
activities. 

Similar to the popular Do Not 
Call telephone lists, the Internet 
proposal comes amid impressive 


gains in online advertising reve- 
nues, providing critical revenue to 
startups and Web giants such as 
Google Inc. and Yahoo Inc. 

Online ad sales are forecast to 
more than double to $44 billion 
in 2011 from $17 billion in 2006, 
according to eMarketer.com. The 
growing popularity of online ads is 


due in part to the sophisticated tech- 
nology available to target ads. 

The issue arose during recent 
congressional hearings on Google’s 
$3.1 billion bid to br^ Doubleclick Inc., 
which places and tracks online ads. 

Industry representatives say 
targeting means users are more 
likely to see ads for products they 
are interested in, rather than ran- 
dom ads. (AP)

Redskins Face Offensive Overhaul 


Team s attack will be 
more streamlined and 
physical in the future 

R E 0 S K I N S I Joe Gibbs is starting over 
in the middle of the season — for 
the second year in a row. 

Wednesday was shake-up day for 
the languid Washington Redskins 
offense, ranked 28th in the league 
and ineffective on all fronts. The 
personnel was the same, but the 
practice was more physical and 
the emphasis renewed on stream- 
lining the attack back into the tra- 
ditional Gibbs mold. 

“We’re starting a whole new

year today offensively,” quarter- 
back Jason Campbell said. “We’ve 
put everything behind us in the 
past, and we’re starting from 
scratch again.”

On Monday, a group of 10 or so 
team leaders known as “The Com- 
mittee” met with Gibbs, then the 
entire offense had its own players - 
only powwow. 

“We’ve all decided enough’s 
enough,” right tackle Todd Wade 
said. “The defense has done well this 
year. It’s time for everybody to come 
together and focus on doing their 
job. ... We’re going to back to the 


basics on everything.” 

Meanwhile, the coaches’ meetings 
this week focused on an offense that 
is averaging three yards per carry 
over the last five games, that has yet 
to surpass 250 yards passing this sea- 
son, that has scored more than 21 
points once. It’s an attack that has 
looked like an awkward Gibbs-Saun- 
ders hybrid since A1 Saunders, mam- 
moth play book in tow, was hired to 
run the offense last year. 

“We have more volume than 
we’ve had in the past,” longtime 
Gibbs assistant Joe Bugel said. 
“And now we’re trying to break it 
now into what’s best for us. That’s 
the bottom line.”

Jets unsure whether 
WR will play after 
last week’s concussion 

N F L I Jets receiver Laveranues Coles 
has a concussion and it was uncertain 
Wednesday whether he’ll play in Sun- 
day’s game against Washington. 

“Any time you have an injury, it 
is scary,” coach Eric Mangini said.

N F L I The Patriots had just won their 
first Super Bowl championship and 
coach Bill Belichick was praising 
the MVP of the game. 

Tom Brady, making his 17th pro 
start, shocked the heavily favored 
St. Louis Rams by leading a late 
drive that led to a last-minute field 
goal, a 20-17 win and the title after 
the 2001 season. 

“Nobody has worked as hard as 


Tom has, and nobody deserves it 
more than he does,” Belichick said. 
“He has accomplished so much, and 
its due to a lot of hard work and per- 
severance on his part.” 

Fast forward nearly six years. 
Brady has thrown at least three 
touchdown passes in all eight 
games. His 30 touchdown pass- 
es are his single -season high. He’s 
thrown only two interceptions. 

New England (8-0) is off to the 
best start in its history, winning 
each game by at least 17 points. 

The 2001 team ended the season 
with an eight-game winning streak 


capped by that Super Bowl win. This 
year’s team started with an eight- 
game winning streak that will be 
in jeopardy Sunday at Indianapolis 
where they play the Colts (7-0).

Los Angeles GM says

BASEBALL I General manager Ned 
Colletti acknowledged Wednesday 
he had spoken with Joe Torre about 
managing the L.A. Dodgers. 

While Colletti insisted they 
had not agreed on a contract, he 
indicated the former New York 
Yankees manager was the leading 
candidate to replace Grady Little, 
who resigned on Tuesday.

United Gets I Shot 
To Stop the Fire 


Chicago can eliminate 
the heavily favored 
D.C. squad once again 

UNITED I D.C. United has resurrect- 
ed its “Blackout” campaign ahead 
of Thursday night’s quarterfinal 
decider against the Chicago Fire, 
apparently confident that the slogan 
will be limited this time to shaping 
the apparel choices of 20,000 fans 
and not to another sudden and pre- 
mature end its season. 

In each of the past two years, D.C. 
has exited the playoffs, thanks to a 
home defeat. Each time, the victor 
was a lower seed, and each time. Unit- 
ed failed to score a goal. Those are 
two trends D.C. will have to reverse 
if it hopes to advance to next week’s 
Eastern Conference final. On Thurs- 
day night, it faces a Chicago side it has 
never beaten in the playoffs and that 
holds a 1-0 aggregate lead following 
last week’s opener. 

“All of it has to end at some 
point. The [lack of] goals, the loss- 
es, losing to Chicago in the play- 
offs. It has to end. I don’t see why 
it can’t start Thursday night,” said 
D.C.’s Ben Olsen, who was a rookie 
when the Fire blanked United in 
MLS Cup ’98. 


D.C.’s chances of scoring for the 
first time in seven playoff games 
against Chicago should improve now 
that starting strikers Jaime Moreno 
and Luciano Emilio appear healthy 
and ready to start. Each came on 
as a substitute last week, but Olsen 
said the pair “looked fine” during 
practice. 

“It’ll be nice to have a guy who 
will be in the box and create some 
havoc in there,” he said of Emilio, 
who’s certainly capable of helping 
D.C. turn the possession it nor- 
mally enjoys against Chicago into 
real results. 

If he’s not, then United will pay 
dearly. There will be no appearance 
in an MLS Cup final scheduled for 
RFK, no payoff for finishing with 
the league’s best record for the sec- 
ond straight season and significant 
questions about the future of the 
club. 

The status of several key play- 
ers, including Moreno and Christian 
Gomez, is uncertain, and change 
maybe coming to a core that’s been 
very good but not great. 

“Who knows what’s going to hap - 
pen next year with this team? We’ve 
been together a long time,” Olsen 
said. “This could be a last hurrah.”

The Colonials men’s team has 
been to three straight NCAA tour- 
naments. The women go nearly 
every year. Last season, the squads 
combined to go 51-13, better than all 
those other D.C.-area schools. Over 
the last 17 years, they are 723-331, 
a .686 winning percentage that is 
again ahead of the Hoyas, Terrapins, 
Patriots, Bison and Eagles. 


“What else do we have to do?” 
said women’s coach Joe McKeown, 
who has 414 wins and 14 NCAA 
appearances over 18 years at the 
school. “We’ve got two teams that 
in the last two years were ranked in 
the top 10 in college basketball.” 

Check the record books again, 
and therein lies the answer. In 
24 combined appearances in the 
NCAA tournament, a GW team 
has advanced past the round of 16 
only once — when the women made 
the final eight in 1997- 

“I’m hoping to one day go 
beyond the Sweet 16,” men’s coach 
Karl Hobbs said. “We felt a few 
years ago that we were in position 
to do that. Unfortunately, the ball 
didn’t bounce our way. But I feel 
with more NCAA experience and 
going there consistently, that dream 
will come true.”

Jerry Seinfeld comes 
out of hiding for the 
release of ‘Bee Movie’ 

BUG DEAL I Jerry Seinfeld casually 
refers to “the TV show” like it was 
just another resume entry a vaguely 
familiar event from his past. 

Wait, wasn’t that TV show “Sein- 
feld,” one of the greatest comedies 
in TV history? You know, the one 
with double- dippers, puffy shirts 
and mimbos? 

Seinfeld, it seems, has moved 
on more than most of his audience. 
Though “the TV show” ended its 
historic run in 1998, the perpetual 
glow of “Seinfeld” has been mostly 
uninterrupted because its star and 
namesake has remained largely out 


of sight — like his beloved Super- 
man resting in his Fortress of Sol- 
itude. 

Seinfeld has even been called 
“the J.D. Salinger of television,” as 
Conan O’Brien recently joked. 

“I’m doing as much as I possibly 
can, I promise you,” says Seinfeld, 
archly defending himself with a 
laugh in his Manhattan office, 
where the award statuettes are 
outnumbered only by the many 
model cars that dot the room. 

The 53 -year- old comedian is 
releasing “Bee Movie,” a film that 
began as a causal pun made over 
dinner with Steven Spielberg. A call 
was then placed to Jeffrey Katzen- 
berg, CEO of Dreamworks Anima- 
tion SKG, and the small joke even- 
tually spiraled into a $150 million 


blockbuster that Seinfeld has spent 
more than three years writing and 
producing. He also voiced the main 
character. 

Seinfeld, of course, hasn’t been 
doing nothing since “Seinfeld.” He 
and wife, Jessica, were married in 
1999 and have since had three chil- 
dren. Seinfeld’s mission has gener- 
ally been to return to being a stand- 
up comedian; his relentless work to 
build a new act was documented in 
the 2002 film “Comedian.” 

To those who wish they saw him 
more, Seinfeld replies with his char- 
acteristic flare for language: “Me 
too, but I wonder if they would be 
willing to accept me being not good. 
I wish I could do more, too, but I 
can’t do more as good, so I figure I’ll

Goulet won a Grammy Award in 
1962 for best new artist and made 
the singles chart in 1964 with “My 
Love Forgive Me.” 

He won a Tony award in 1968 
for best actor in a musical for his 
role in “The Happy Time.” His other 
Broadway appearances were in 
“Moon Over Buffalo” in 1995 and 
“La Cage aux Folles” in 2005, plus a 
“Camelot” revival in 1993 in which 
he played King Arthur. 

He returned to Broadway in 
2005 as one half of a gay couple in 
“La Cage aux Folles.” (ap)

Stevenson Ranch in Santa Clarita, 
north of Los Angeles, that have 
adopted super-strict standards 
that require such precautions 
as nonflammable roofs, indoor 
sprinklers and regular watering 
of shrubs.

The fire department in Ran- 
cho Santa Fe, whose past residents 
include Bing Crosby and Howard 
Hughes, scrutinizes plans for every 
tree and bush and sends inspec- 
tors with measuring tapes to make 
sure its orders are obeyed.

Strict building codes 
may have saved Calif, 
town from the flames 

Dr. Jorge Llorente became irritat- 
ed recently when the fire depart- 
ment kept rejecting his plans to 
landscape his hacienda- style home 
with jacarandas and avocado trees, 
but he is grateful now. 

Those restrictions may well 
have saved his multimillion- dol- 
lar home when a wildfire passed 
through last week. 

“Now that we have a chance to 
see how it works, we are tickled 
pink,” the retired surgeon said. “I’m 
a convert. I’m a true believer.” 

Rancho Santa Fe, Calif., has 
lots of converts after braving 
last week’s Southern California’s 
wildfires, the first major test of 
the stringent construction and 
landscaping standards adopted 
by the community in 1997- The 
San Diego suburb lost 53 houses, 
but none of them was in the five 
subdivisions that embraced restric- 
tions designed to be so tough that 
people can stay in their homes if 
they cannot evacuate. 

As Southern California begins 
to rebuild from the blazes that 
killed at least seven people and 
destroyed more than 2,000 homes, 
homeowners and government offi- 
cials are looking at places as far 
away as Australia and as nearby as 


certain distance from the house 
and cannot exceed a certain 
height. Roofs must be nonflam- 
mable; shrubs near the house must 
always be watered. Indoor sprin- 
klers are a must. 

Columns must be masonry, 
stucco or precast concrete; win- 
dows must be dual-paned or tem- 
pered glass; wood fences cannot 
touch the home. 

Cliff Hunter, Rancho Santa 
Fe’s fire marshal, believes the 


standards saved homes. 

“I just go by the results,” he 
said as he drove through the wide 
streets of the Crosby subdivision, 
where hillside flames stopped just 
short of homes. 

Fire experts caution that no 
home is fireproof; they prefer the 
term “ignition-resistant.” Advo- 
cates say such precautions give 
firefighters time to save more 
vulnerable homes in fast-mov- 
ing fires.

But some critics say the shelter- 
in-place strategy may lull home- 
owners into a false sense of secu- 


rity, leading them to stay put when 
they should flee. And some say it 
only encourages construction in 
tinderbox areas in California and 
elsewhere across the West. 

Don Ceglar felt the fire rules 
went too far when he moved to 
Rancho Santa Fe from Connect- 
icut in 2003. The fire depart- 
ment refused to let him in until 
he removed two 8 -foot cypress 
plants near the front door. 

He said the community’s fire- 
protection standards passed last 
week’s test with flying colors. 

“The fire surrounded our com- 
munity like a doughnut,” he said. 
“It’s remarkable. It literally looks 
like someone took a torch and 
went to the edge of these proper- 
ties, and the fires just stopped.”

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High school libraries 
offer students coffee 
to encourage reading 

Even before the bell rings each 
morning, students at Centennial 
High School in Franklin, Tenn., 
are lined up to get into the library. 
But they aren’t necessarily looking 
for books. 

They are waiting for a morning 
cup of joe at the Cougar Cafe, a cof- 
fee shop run by students. 

Coffeehouses are springing up 
in high school libraries across the 
country, marking a big departure 
from the days when librarians 
sternly prohibited food, drinks 
and talking. 

Some health advocates wonder 
whether high school students really 
need any more caffeine, or the cal- 
ories in that caramel mochaccino. 
But school officials say these coffee 
shops are promoting reading and 
studying by attracting teenagers 


who might not otherwise hang 
out in a library. 

“Once they have them in there, 
they have their eyes and, hopeful- 
ly, have their minds for a little bit,” 
said Doug Johnson, a school library 
consultant from Minnesota. 


The school library cafes are usu- 
ally simplified versions of the coffee 
shops found at stores like Borders 
and Barnes & Noble. Centennial 
High’s cafe, which has been open for 
only a few months, has an espresso 
machine and a milk frother, and

sells fancy coffee drinks, hot and 
iced teas, and hot chocolate. 

“School food reflects the larger 
culture, so if there’s a proliferation 
of coffee shops in bookstores out in 
the world, it’s going to happen in 
schools,” said Jan Poppendieck, a 
sociology professor at Hunter Col- 
lege in New York. 

Marketing students work as 
baristas in the Centennial cafe, 
which brings in about $200 per 
day. After expenses, the cafe 
should make about $10,000 dur- 
ing the school year, and that will be 
turned into scholarships for the 10 
to 15 student employees. 

The coffeehouse trend comes at 


a time when many school systems 
across country are removing junk 
food and soda machines. 

“They’re already providing horri- 
ble school lunches. Now they’re add- 
ing to that with 800 -calorie drinks,” 
said Susan Levin, a registered dieti- 
tian with the Physicians Committee 
for Responsible Medicine. Many stu- 
dents load up their coffee with sugar 
and cream or buy dessert-like coffee 
drinks. Levin said. 

John Witmer, who has run a 
before-school cafe at Hastings 
High School in Houston since he 
became librarian in 2003, said it is 
extremely popular with the 2,800 
students. 

Before the coffeehouse opened, 
“they were running about 6,000 
visits per year to the library and 
checking out about 3,000 books,” 
he said. Now, “we’re running about 
65,000 visits and checking out 
about 45,000 books.” 

On a recent school day at Centen- 
nial, 14 -year- old Desmond Dwight, 
who works at the cafe, was sitting at 
one of the small round tables with 
friends. He said he visits the cafe 
“because I can get a cup of coffee 
and go sit and read a book.” 

Would he be reading in the 
library anyway if there were no 
coffee? 

“I don’t think so,” he said, 
“because it would be boring just 
sitting here.” travis loller (ap)

Big Black Holes 

Washington Post staff writer MARC 
KAUFMAN and JUNA KOLLMEIER , an 

astrophysicist, were online Wednesday 
to discuss “supermassive” black holes 
that were recently discovered to bethe 
core of all galaxies. 

Pardon my lack of knowledge in 
this arena, but I thought black 
holes were full of nothingness. So, 
how do can you measure it? 

Black holes have mass, and we can 
measure that mass by watching 
the motions of stars or gas around 
that massive body. Definitely not 


nothingness! The black hole at the 
center of our galaxy weighs more 
than 3 million suns! 

What is it that’s been newly dis- 
covered? I thought the existence 
of a supermassive black hole at the 
center of the Milky Way had been 
known for some time now. Is it new 
that they have been found in other 
galaxies? 

It seems like there is something 
new coming out about supermas- 
sive black holes every day. You are 
correct that the existence of a cen- 
tral black hole in the middle of the 
Milky Way is not brand-new, but 
the subject is little known or under- 
stood by most people, and I thought 
it would be useful and interesting to 


fill in that blank. The work by Suvi 
Gezari — where her team followed 
the “feeding” of a distant black hole 
on a star — came out this year, and 
there is a lot more in the works. 

I have a mental image of black holes 
as ravenous creatures, ever-grow- 
ing, ever-devouring. But that’s not 
necessarily true, is it? 

Supermassive blackholes can peace- 
fully co-exist with galaxies, and this 
remarkable relationship seems to 
hold true even for galaxies outside 
of the Milky Way.

DON’T BLAME James Blunt or Bach — 
the music in our heads is what sets 
us apart from other animals. For 
his latest foray into the mysteries of 
the human brain, Sacks (“Awaken- 
ings,” “The Man Who Mistook Hi 
Wife for a Hat”) collects anecdotes 
from patients with music-related 
conditions maddening and rhap- 
sodic, from hallucinations to new- 
found talent, the inability to hear 
music to the ability to remember 
nothing else. “Musicophilia” is a 
fascinating, frightening ride, and 
it puts the annoying refrain of that 
Kylie Minogue song in its place. 

I think people feel the experience 
of music in their heads is unique, 
but your book disproves that. 

Well, certainly I’ve been giving a 
few talks here on the West Coast, 


and it’s always come up as a subject. 
Whether it’s become commoner or 
whether one has introduced it as 
a topic, people are saying to me, 
“Wow, yes. I have that, too.” 

Are they more susceptible to musi- 
cal hallucinations than non-musi- 
cians? 

Yes, I mean, for example, with 
the composer who was somewhat 
deaf at the high end and hears his 
tones distortedly, I can imagine 
that a less musically acute person 
might have that and not notice it. 
But a lot of the people I see with

musical hallucinations are not 
particularly musical, and I think 
that involuntary musical imagery 
of one sort or another is universal. 

But even those patients will say

they’re gone. 

Sometimes as a result of a head 
injury or a stroke, one may lose the 
music in one’s head and feel that as 
a real bereavement. Like the sense 
of smell, it isn’t something one gives 
much thought to, but it is part of the 
background of life — it enriches. 

I love the thought of you obsessive- 
ly listening to the Grunyons. 


I was quite surprised myself, because 
it’s not at all my sort of music. But 
an unexpected enchantment came 
upon me. It was partially one of 
those mechanical semi-brainworm 
things, but all the same, I had never 
heard a cappella groups of that sort. 

Humans identify so closely with 
the music they choose, earworms 
almost rob us of that identity.

The doctors plead with Ged- 
ney to reconsider, but the build- 
ing is attacked, and in the chaos, 
Bailey closes the door, which can 
be opened only from the outside. 
The three men are stuck in the lab 
with no food ... and a ferociously 
hungry tiger. 

It all becomes a question of sur- 
vival and the futility of sacrifice.

Burning Brigte 


Jeremy Blake’s ‘Wild 
Choir’ digital videos 
sing of artistic rebels 

GALLERIESI “Punch-Drunk Love” is 
some kind of cinematic milestone, 
marking both Adam Sandler’s 
acting debut and the tenth time 
Emily Watson outperformed her 
material. 

In addition, Paul Thomas Ander- 
son’s 2002 feature employed, as title 
cards and transitions, a handful of 
“moving paintings” by Jeremy Blake, 
computer- animated dissolves of 
color fields into star fields — sort 
of Morris Louis meets Ross Bleckner, 
Flickr meets the Lava Lite. The same 


year, Blake worked equally dreamy 
turf for Beck’s “Round the Bend” 
video, giving a unique visual iden- 
tity to the erstwhile boy wonder’s 
downer disc “Sea Change.” 

An entrancing new Corcoran 
show, “Wild Choir: Cinematic Por- 
traits by Jeremy Blake,” finds the 
artist augmenting his abstract 
grammar with a wide range of 
representational imagery, the 
better to conjure the imagi- 
native and cultural ferment 
engulfing Swinging Lon- 
don frock designer Ossie 
Clark, punk impresario 
Malcolm McLaren and 
lo-fi poet David Ber-

fied with the 
beautiful 
dreamers 
he built into 
his videos. 



“Sodium Fox” plays hardest with 
visual puns, turning a blivet into a 
blowout comb and an “Asteroids” 
boulder into a crumple of paper. 
Likewise with verbal references: 
Berman’s voice-over namechecks 
Julian Jaynes’ theory of “the break- 
down of the bicameral mind.” On 
the soundtrack, Ernest Tubb is 
voicechecked; on the screen, Barry 
Hannah is facechecked. Synthetic 
crackling underpinning the looping 
scenery suggests a hipster Yule Log, 
its flames endlessly renewed. 

“Reading Ossie Clark” draws 
on the faded fashionista’s scat- 
tered diaries, a jet-setting night- 
clubber’s journal much like Andy 
Warhol’s. Blissed- out and bleary- 
eyed, it recalls the days when the 
children of the Blitz were puttin’ 
on the Ritz. Not confined to head- 
phones, Clarissa Dalrymple’s nar- 
ration washes over the gallery as 
studio echo and room reverb com- 
bine in a sonic haze. 

Left unfinished is “Glitterbest,” 
a parade of Day-Glo Rorschachs 
named for McLaren’s management 
company. If there’s one thing the 
maestro understood, it was how to 
con people into perceiving evolution 
as revolution. 

Punk was nothing more than 
glam turned inside out and left 
to rot, entrails and sequins on the 
sidewalk. Or as McLaren’s seduc- 
tively superior voice intones: “To a 
pirate, style is just an ‘X’ on a tat- 
tered map ...” 

Underlying the slick, clever 
manipulation of word and image 
is Blake’s obsession with artists’ sto- 
ries, particularly those of the drug- 
fueled, doomstruck variety. 

It seems more than coincidental 
that Clark was an early flameout 
who descended into poverty and 
obscurity before being murdered 
by an ex-lover. Or that McLaren 
manipulated the self- destructive 
tendencies of Sid Vicious into 
violent spectacle. Or that, a cou- 
ple of years before teaming with 
Blake, Berman survived a suicide 
attempt. 

Blake didn’t survive his; he took 
his own life in July. It’s more than 
just the obvious shame, though, 
because unlike the artists he 
idolized, he left no suspicion 
that his best work was behind

The duo Koop gives 
its nu jazz an exotic 
Scandinavian flavor 

MUSIC I There are two important 
things listeners of the electronic 
“nu jazz” duo Koop need to know 
about composer-producer Magnus 
Zingmark. First, he grew up in Swe- 
den. Second, the first music he ever 
heard was jazz. This goes a long way 
toward explaining Koop’s very Euro- 
pean take on vocal jazz. The group’s 
lilting beats, refined arrangements 
and airy vocals make for a sweetly 
subtle souffle of sound. 

“Both my parents were jazz 
fans,” says Zingmark, who leads 
Koop along with fellow Swede 
Oscar Simonsson. “My father used 
to play jazz drums when he was 
young. They always played [jazz] 
in the house. So that was my first 
experience, really, of music.” 

The breezy outdoor- cafe vibe 
of Koop brings to mind non-U.S. 
artists of the 1960s like exotica leg- 
end Esquivel and bossa nova god-

dess Astrud Gilberto (whose track 
“Here’s That Rainy Day” Koop 
reworked for a remix CD). The 
group’s sublimely melodic third 
CD, “Koop Islands,” has been out 
for a year in Europe but just got 
an expanded U.S. release. Those 
who buy the domestic edition will 
get to hear the sultry Hilde Lou- 
ise Asbjornsen on the new track 
“Strange Love.” The Norwegian 
singer is fronting the band on its 
U.S. mini-tour. 

“It’s gonna be seven of us,” Zing- 
mark explains. “It’s a full band. 
[Asbjornsen] has been with us for 
a couple of months. She’s really, 
really good.” 

Koop, whose name translates 
to “cooperation”, recently scored a 
coup by getting their swing-tronic 
gem “Come to Me” on ABC’s “Grey’s 
Anatomy.” But the exposure hasn’t 
made much of a difference, Zing- 
mark says. 

“It’s not a big thing here in 
Sweden,” he explains. “Of course, 
the TV show is well known, but 
we haven’t gained anything from 
it here. But hopefully, in Ameri- 
ca, it can help us in some ways.”

The Wild Boy Inside 


Septime Webre puts 
Maurice Sendak’s 
‘Wild Things’ in motion 

DANCE I Since 1963, Maurice Sen- 
dak’s dark, witty “Where the Wild 
Things Are” has been gobbling 
up the attention of children and 
unleashing the imagination of 
adults. Timeless themes of love, 
family and transgression run 
through the story of how one night 
scampish Max, dressed in his wolf 
suit, engages in epic acts of naugh- 
tiness and finally becomes ruler of 
his own tribe — the wild things — 
before the smell of his supper cook- 
ing rights him. 

In 1997, Sendak teamed with 
composer Randall Woolf and cho- 
reographer Septime Webre to cre- 
ate a “Wild Things” ballet. Webre, 
artistic director of the Washing-

ton Ballet, entered the jungle of 
cross-media adaptation with rel- 
ish. This weekend only, the Wash- 
ington Ballet revives the work with 


Jason Hartley and Jonathan Jordan 
alternating in the role of Max. 

Sendak and Webre backfilled 
Max’s adventure, adding a layer of 
resonance to his perilous wander- 
ings. Sendak originally drew the 
Wild Things as caricatures of his 
aunt, uncles and cousins. 

“They were recent immigrants 
from Europe, and they spoke Yiddish 
and they terrified him. He remem- 
bers them as fat and loud with hair 
growing out of their noses.” 

The ballet begins with chaos in 
Max’s home before vaulting him into 
the chaos of his own rebellion, keep- 
ing intact Sendak’s balance of threat 
and play that every child feels the 
unknown rustle outside his window.

M U S I C I Somewhere between black- 
face and bluegrass, “Blue -Tail Fly” 
and “The Ballad of Jed Clampett ” 
the banjo was branded the whitest 
instrument in America — the ulti- 
mate cracker ax. 

Well, it ain’t so. The banjo is an 
African-American hybrid, its ances- 
tors West African instruments such 
as the ngoni and the akonting. 

And since blacks largely aban- 
doned the banjo and its partner in 
crime, the fiddle, during the Civil 
Rights era — which coincided 
almost exactly with the folk reviv- 
al — the time is more than ripe for 
a comeback. 

A new generation of African- 
American musicians is starting 
to embrace the heritage of vintage 
acts such as Cannon’s Jug Stompers 
and old-time vets such as fiddler Joe 
Thompson, a newly honored NEA 
National Heritage Fellow. 

Held in North Carolina in 2005, 


the Black Banjo Gathering was a 
watershed moment. Then in his 
early twenties, Arizona-based 
multi-instrumentalist Dom Fle- 
mons had had trouble finding gigs 
or even people to play with. 

Over the course of a weekend.

everything changed. 

“I’d say there were about 11 or 
12 [black banjo players],” Flemons 
recalled, “but that’s just enough. 
Everybody there was thinking, ‘OK, 
I’m the only one that’s doing this.’ 
And then to see other people doing 
it — I think that that invigorated 
everyone and got them to want to 
spread the word farther.” 


In short order, Flemons teamed 
up with fiddler and singer Justin 
Robinson and singer, fiddler and 
banjoist Rhiannon Giddens. Fle- 
mons relocated to Nroth Carolina, 
and the Carolina Chocolate Drops 
were born. Supporting an expand- 
ed version of their 2006 disc “Dona 
Got a Ramblin’ Mind,” they open for 
the Austin Lounge Lizards Sunday 
at the Birchmere. 

Part of what’s happening is that 
a hidden corner of African-Amer- 
ican musical taste is coming to 
light. “Black people love country 
music,” Flemons said. Sometimes 
all it takes is a rousing performance 
by the CCDs to get them to admit 
it. “I’ve had tons of them. We’ll do 
shows, and there’ll be black people 
that’ll come up and say, ‘I don’t like 
this music, but I like what you’re 
doing,’ or they’ll say, ‘I’ve loved coun- 
try music for years,’ and then they’ll 

just walk off.” GLENN DIXON

Matters 
OfFaith 
And Rock 

David Bazan takes 
his literary indie-rock 
to ambiguous places 

M U S I C I “I guess I’m a hopeful agnos- 
tic,” says David Bazan. His band 
Pedro the Lion pushed indie rock 
into territory once owned by moral 
spelunkers like Flannery O’Connor 
and Neil Labute. He was a Chris- 
tian who eschewed the bombastic 
pieties of Creed and its ilk. 

But life is complicated. “The 
songs now are coming out more 
autobiographical than anything 
I’ve ever written. Some deal with 
the grief of the band being over. 
And I have a daughter that’s almost 
three, and that’s huge.” 

Then there’s the whole faith 
question. 

“Because of my faith growing 
up, and my estrangement from that 
now, I have a longing for the sim- 
plicity that once was,” says Bazan. 
“I have little ‘Aha!’ moments. But 
real joy is so elusive.” 

Without a band name or charac- 
ters to play, “now I just try to get up

there and allow myself to be a fool 
for these songs that I’ve written and 
really enjoy what they are to me.” 

Not unlike O’Connor, whose 
work is similarly intense and ambig- 
uous. Bazan admits he admires her 
work, saying, “You sense that there’s 
no assumed ending, but a genuine 
grappling with these pretty cool and 
heavy questions.” Like, where’s the 
line between faith and doubt? 

“I won’t ever be able to put that 
question down as a central theme 
in my life,” says Bazan. “The music 
is an expression of that. I imagine 
my relationship with faith will con- 
tinue to change.” bobmassey

WSC’s ’Caligula’ is 
an experiment in 
boundless freedom 

'‘One cannot destroy everything 
without destroying oneself.” — Albert 
Camus 

STAGE I The above pronouncement 
is uttered by the French philoso- 
pher and author himself in the 
introduction to the Washington 
Shakespeare Company’s ambi- 
tious new production of Camus’ 
1938 play “Caligula.” 

“My artless intention was to play 
the part of Caligula myself . . . Inex- 
perienced actors often show such 
guilelessness,” Camus says. 

Inserting the author into the 
play might seem like a small con- 
cession in that regard, but it’s a 
stroke of genius on the part of 
director Christopher Henley, as 
it lends weight to the philosoph- 
ical underpinnings of the drama 
based on the story of the Roman 
Empire’s third and most- disturbed

emperor. 

It also reflects Henley’s imagi- 
native directorial style. Currently 


showing at the Clark Street Play- 
house in Crystal City, “Caligula” is 
infused with nods toward contem- 


porary culture and staged within 
impressive scenery that exposes 
eerie netherworld visions and 


shadow- cast reflections of the 
emperor’s haunted mind. 

Caligula (Alexander Strain), 
finding existence unbearable in 
the wake of his sister (and lover) 
Drusilla’s death, attempts to reaf- 
firm his own freedom through cru- 
elty and nihilism. The aggrieved 
emperor seals his own fate, but 
not before forcing his “imperial 
logic” on those closest to him; 
though some yield willingly. 

First performed in 1945 at the 
Theatre Hebertot in Paris, “Cal- 
igula” was initially intended for a 
theater group Camus founded in 
Algiers in the 1930s. 

The WSC production, based on 
a new translation by David Greig, is 
well acted and imbued with quick 
wit (despite refusing to give his life 
purpose amid meaningless exis- 
tence, Camus figures Caligula still 
liked a good joke). 

The ensemble cast is fleet- 
footed and fun to watch. Kathleen 
Akerley is a standout in her dual 
role as the author Camus and the 
character Cherea, a writer privy to 
the tyrant’s court, and Strain’s Cal- 
igula has a commanding presence.

FILM I In the 27 years since Ian Cur- 
tis’ death, a legend of extravagant 
rock ’n’ roll melancholy has accrued 
around the memory of the lead sing- 
er of Joy Division. Photographer and 
filmmaker Anton Corbijn breathes 
the humanity back into Curtis’ tow- 
ering myth without indulging in 
post-punk revisionist history. 

It’s a tricky task, but “Control,” 
the ravishing black-and-white 
biopic about Curtis’ life, is ratio- 
nal. Corbijn makes it hard to wor- 
ship or even trust his doomed hero, 
painting unsentimentally the res- 
ignation with which Curtis faces 
a go -nowhere life: Infamously, he 
died on the eve of Joy Division’s first 
U.S. tour.

Joy Divisions Dark Substance 


A post-punk legend’s 
stylish biopic offers 
unknown pleasures 


in the quicksand, marrying at 19 (the 
film is based on his widow, Debo- 
rah’s, book, “Touching From a Dis- 
tance”), slogging to work in a job- 
placement office, finding expression 
in the taut, elliptical, apocalyptic 
poetry that became Joy Division’s 
greatest legacy. 

That Curtis would be subsumed 
by darkness was probably inevita- 
ble. The onset of epilepsy may have 
been the final straw. But when 
Curtis gave in to the helplessness, 
channeling his symptoms into the 
spasmodic march onstage, sadness, 
madness and transendence become 
one, and those crazy dances tell a 
rock ’n’ roll story realer than the 
one about the doomed young god.

Det. Jane Tennison 
drowns her sorrows 
in ‘Prime Suspect 7’ 

D V D S I One of TV s greatest and grit- 
tiest detectives is retiring from the 
force. In 2006, BBC aired the sev- 
enth and final installment of “Prime 
Suspect,” the long-running crime 
series starring Helen Mirren as 
Detective Superintendent Jane 
Tennison and co-starring Lon- 
don as the most depressing place 
on earth. 

In the 15 years since its debut, 
“Prime Suspect” has presented a 


realistic world where police have 
the best intentions but make 
grave errors nevertheless. Messes 
and mysteries aren’t resolved in an 
hour; the bad guys maybe captured, 
but the emotional price Tennison 
pays — especially as a female detec- 
tive in a male -dominated field — is 
immense. 

Now released on DVD by Acorn 
Media, “Prime Suspect 7: The Final 
Act” finds her facing one last case. 
Unfortunately, the whodunit 
— about a 14 -year-old girl mur- 
dered on the London Heath — is 
one of the series’ least substantial 
mysteries.

As in the previous few episodes, 
the murder is primarily a catalyst 
for continuing character devel- 
opment. “The Final Act” focuses 
almost exclusively on Tennison, 
who, facing an uncertain future, has 
fallen into some bad habits. It’s not 
until late in the case that she real- 
izes her drinking has compromised 
the investigation, and she must, as 


always, confront the fallout. 

Mirren, who won an Emmy 
for this role, manages to find new 
depths and surprises in this admi- 
rably complicated character. Her 
co-stars all sing her praises on the 
informative yet slightly inflated 
making- of featurette, with one 
young actor calling the experi- 
ence a “master class.” 


It’s not always easy to watch 
this strong female character sink 
into alcoholism and confusion, 
yet Tennison’s redemption is all 
the more satisfying because of 
these trials — and all the more 
believable for being so measured 
and ambiguous. It’s a fitting end to 
a show that will be sorely missed.

Sweet and Saltv 


A new book about 
oysters sparks a 
taste for the bivalves 

SHELLING OUT I Diners who crave 
oysters are “the experimenters, 
the explorers, the risk-takers, the 
people who want to know the world 
and all the things it has to offer,” 
writes Rowan Jacobsen, author of 
“The Geography of Oysters: The 
Connoisseur’s Guide to Eating 
Oysters in America.” 

The man credited with having 
brought oysters to Old Ebbitt Grill 
back in the mid ’ 80 s and a founder 
of the Oyster Riot, executive vice 
president of Clyde’s Restaurant 
Group Tom Meyer agrees. “People 
who eat oysters enjoy food and wine; 
they’re passionate and they’re will- 
ing to experiment.” 

Some eaters fear they’ll fall ill 
from eating oysters, but many local 
restaurants such as Old Ebbitt have 
suppliers send weekly shipments to 
labs for testing to maintain consum- 
er confidence — and health. “We’ve 
eliminated the iffy nature of eating 
them,” Meyer said. 

The rule that oysters should be 
consumed in months ending in “R” 


wasn’t established for the safety of 
people but to protect the critters, 
said Jacobsen — spring and summer 
are when oysters spawn. The prev- 
alence of oyster farming and over- 
night mail from cold-water farms 
has mitigated its relevance. 

Farming has also allowed for

the creation of the non- spawning 
triploid oyster, which means eating 
oysters year round won’t deplete the 
population or affect the taste. 

Still, there’s something to be said 
for waiting for the “R” months.”New 
England oysters in November taste 
totally different than those pulled 
from waters in August,” said Jacob- 
sen. “In November, oysters taste 


firm, salty, minerally, clean. They 
can taste like a bag of seawater in 
August.” 

At peak, what’s the difference 
in flavor between oysters? Among 
the five species — which Jacobsen 
describes as firm and briny East- 
erns; sweet, herbal Pacifies; melony 
Kumamotos; metallic, nutty Euro- 
pean flats; and smoky Olympias— 
there’s significant variation largely 
due to where they’re grown. 

During the fall and winter 
months in this region, “butter and 
brine” Island Creeks from Massa- 
chusetts, Moonstones from Rhode 
Island and other variations of the 
Eastern species are king, particu- 
larly since they’re easy to get. Since 
it has been so warm, some, such as 
the clean Raspberry Points and the 
well-balanced Malpeques harken 
from cold, Canadian waters. 

And what about oysters’ libi- 
do-enhancing powers? Clearly, 
they have some kind of effect. 
“There’s something about the eat- 
ing of oysters that creates a con- 
vivial environment,” said Meyer.
